India is’ steadily moving forward along fhe path to increasing self-govern- 
ment, and Great Britain is not only willing but anxious to enlarge’thée powers 
of the people Of India Just as rapidly as the people become capable of wisely 
exercising those powers. The history of.India will be dargels au duplication of 
the evolution which has taken place in other parts of the: Empire. nee 

In South Africa the people appear to be somewhat concerned about the 
flag, and there {s.a considerable body of optnion in favor of a distinctive 
national flag for South Africa other, than’ the Union Jack.” But those who are 
most insistent for. such an emblem nevertheless disavew any desire for, or 
intention of a severance of the tie which binds them to Britain and the other 
British Dominions, 

Canada is moving in the direction’ of appointing’ its own Minister to the 
United States with a view to having matters pertaining to Canada’ and the 
United States dealt with directly by the two countries concerned rather than 
through the intermediary of thé British Ambassador and the Government: in 
London.’ But, here again, there 18 not the slightest wish nor, 445 RE 
severing or even weakening one tiny strand of the tie binding Ganada to 
Empire. 

~Among people in‘all the Overséas-Dominions the view is Catematned by 
many that the present procedune of carrying appeals from the-Supreme Courts 
of the Dominions to the. Judicial: Committee of the Privy Council-in London 
might well be abandoned,.and the overseas Courts made supreme in’ fact as 
well-as in name, thus saving lengthy delays and huge expense in obtaining 
final judicial decisions. But advocates of this change are amongst a tHoat 
loyal of British subjects. 

In the evolutionary process already referred to, one of the most significant 
changes has-been in treaty making powers. Formerly, and not so many years 
ago, ull treaties had to be negotiated and signed by the British Government, 
although they might have réference solely to one par ticular ‘Domjnion. ‘Further- 
more, all treaties madé by, Great Britain were binding on all the Dominions 
with or without ‘their consent.| “Now, however, Canada makes trade treaties 
direct with foreign countries aid they are signed in the name of the King by 
Canadian ministers. If Canada and~the United States’ desire ‘to make an 
agreement regarding fisheries, or some boundary matter, the two countries do 
so and the resultant treaty is signed by Canadian ministers. ; 

Furthermore, the British Government no longer makes treaties with 
foreign countries affecting the Dominions without first consulting them and 
such tr eaties are submitted to thé yeneias Parliament for their approval and 
adherence, ' : :
